He Will Preside Temporarily at 


the Populist Convention, 


ST. Lours, July S3 —The Populist na- 


tional committee yesterday decided upon 
Senator Marion Butler, of North Caro- 
lina, for temporary chairman. The se- 
lection was effected without much appar- 
ent opposition, but there was an adverse 
element pro'sent which would have mani- 
fested itself if the committee had not been 
so evideotlv favorable to Butler. It was 
at first the plan of the Bryan, and Sewall 
advocates to put up General Weaver for 
the position, but thev chjmgod at the last 
moment to Gener.il Fields, of Virginia, 
who was on the presidential ticket with 
General Weaver four years ago. They be- 
lieved that the opposing faction would be 
divided between Butler and Mr. Hines, of 
Georgia. Mr. Hines was, however, not 
•placed in nomination, leaving the straights 
united upon Senator Butler. 
General 


Fields was placed in nomination, but 
when it 'became apparent that Hines was 
out of the race Fields' friends withdrew 
his name anil allowed Butler to be chosen 
by acclamation. 


It is apparent on the eve of .the conven- 


tion that there will be three factions: The 
"middle of the road" element, headedJjy 
"Cyclone" Davis, of Texas, which will 
stand out against all compromises prior to 
the convention and to the election; the 
faction favorable to the indorsement or 
nomination of Bryan and Sewall, aud the 
compromise men, headed by Senator But- 
ler, of North Carolina, who favor the in- 
dorsement of Bryan, but who" contend for 
the right to name a southern Populist in 
place of Mr. Sewall for the position of vice 
[•resident. 


The Bryan people are still holding out 


very stifilr against any and all compro- 
mises, and some of them go so far as to say 
that if they are not successful in their con- 
tention ther will leave the convention. 
Senator Butler i-: strong in the position 
that Mr. Bry«n should be indorsed upon 
a Populist platform, but says tho southern" 
people would never accept Mr. Sewall, not 
only because his affiliations are not with 
them, but because, If they surrendered 
both officer, it would mean the destruc- 
tion of th« People's party. 


The more conservative of the members 


of the two extreme factions are beginning 
to^regard tho situation as u grave one, and 
there have beou many informing friends 
during the day looking towards getting 
together on some plan li ke that substituted 
by Senator Butler. They fear that if this 
cannot be done a bolt Is inevitable, what- 
ever the action of the convention, and this 
they are exceedingly anxious to avoid. 
They express confidence that they will be 
able to reach this result The two extreme 
factions each assert, however, that they 
will nev«r yield, and the situation Is ad- 
mittedly critical. 


It is generally accepted as a fact among 


the Populist delegates that if Bryan and 
Sewall are indorsed by the Populist con- 
vention that tho Populi.«t party was to be 
accorded a liberal representation upon the 
Democratic executive committee. They 
believe they will have at loa«t two or three 
members of the committee. Tha under- 
standing also is thjit the silver Republi- 
cans who have declared for Bryan will 
be given representation in the manage- 
ment of the campaign. 


Chairman Jones, of the Democratic com- 


mittee, would neither confirm nor deny 
the report in so many words, except to say 
that no dslluite urrajipomeut had been 
made. "I have eoue no further." he said, 
"than to s.iv to ,i]\ that I want the silver 
men to trot together In this content, letting 
bygonrc ba bygones and fraicruizing as

The three de;td persons, whose murder 


Is evidently the rcsulfr of a bloody ost- 
break on the part of some members of the 
crew, are Captain Nash, his wifs, and Sec- 
ond Mate Brainberg. Tho horrible triple 
murder occurred on the night of the 13th 
Inst., and the affair so far is wrapped in 
complete mystery, notwithstanding that 
there were seven other men on board at 
.the time it occurred, besides a passenger 
named F H. Munehs. whose story of what 
he could learn, after it was nil over, is the 
only narrative, reliable or unreliable as it 
may be, that can be ascertained so far. 


After the murders Munehs assumed 


charge of the vessel jiud ordered ths bodies 
of the murdered people taken out of the 
cabin and placed in a boat and towed 
astern, which was done. The Herbert 
Puller was then headed for Halifax. 


As the bodies of the victims were lifted 


out of the boat many of those who were 
present tnrned away, unable to stand the 
eight Decomposition was making rapid 
progress. The bodies, which had lain in 
the boat for a week, were wrapped in 
white shrouds, which were soaked in lime, 
salt water and Blood. It took twenty 
minutes to transfer them to the under- 
taker's wagon, in which they were driven 
to the morgue.

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He Will Preside Temporarily at 
tlie Populist Convention. 


• - 


St. L ons, July 22.—Tho Populist na­ 
tional committee yesterday dccidod upon 
fionator Marion Butlor, of North Caro« 
llna, for temporary chairman. Tho se­ 
lection was effected without much appar­ 
ent opposition, but thoro was an adverse 
clement prownt which would have mani­ 
fested Itself if tho committoo had not been 
so evidently favorable to Butler. It was 
at first the plan of tho Bryan and So wo 11 
advocates to put up (i on oral Weaver for 
tho position, but they changed at the last 
moment to Genornl Fidels, of Virginia, 
who wns on the presidential ticket with 
General Weaver four years aero. They be­ 
lieved that the opposing faction would bo 
divided betwoen Butler and Mr. Hines, of 
Georgia. Mr. Hines was, howovcr, not 
•placcd in nomination, leaving the straights 
united upon Senator Butler. 
General 
Fields was placed in nomination, but 
when it'became apparent that Hines was 
out of tho race Fields’ friends withdrew 
his name and allowed Butler to bo chosen 
by acclamation. 


It is apparent on tho cvo of the conven­ 
tion that tliore will bo three factions: Tho 
“middle of the road" element, headed by 
“Cyclone” Davis, of Toxas, which will 
stand out against all compromises prior to 
tho convention and to the cloction; the 
faction favorable to tho indorsement or 
nomination of Bryan and Sowull, and the 
compromise men, headed by Senator But­ 
ler, of North Carolina, who favor tho in­ 
dorsement of Bryan, but whd contend for 
the right to name a southern Populist in 
placo of Mr. Sowall for tho position of vice 
president. 


Tho Bryan people aro still holding out 
very stifllv against any and all compro­ 
mises, and some of them go so far as to say 
that if they aro not successful in their con­ 
tention they will leave tho convention. 
Senator Butler is strong in the position 
that Mr. Bryan should bo indorsed upon 
a Populist plat form, but says the southern* 
people would never accept Mr. Sowall, not 
only because his ufliliations aro not with 
• them, but bccause, if they surrendered 
both ofliee^, it would mean the destruc­ 
tion of the People's party. 


The moro conservative of the members 
of the two extreme factions aro beginning 
to regard tho situation as a grave one, and 
there have been many informing friends 
during the day looking towards gotting 
togother on some plan like that substituted 
by Senator Butler. They fear that if this 
cannot bo done a bolt is inevitable, what­ 
ever tho action of tho convention, and this 
they aiv exceedingly anxious to avoid. 
They express couiideneo that they will bo 
able to reach this result. The two extreme 
factions cach assert, however, that they 
will never yield, and the situation is ad­ 
mittedly critical. 


It is generally accopted as a fact among 
the Populist delegates that if Bryan and 
Sewall are indorsed by the Populist con­ 
vention that tho Populist party was to be 
accorded a liberal representation upon tho 
Doinoeratic executive committee. 
Thoy 
believe they will havo at least two or three 
members of the committee. Tho under­ 
standing also is that tho silver republi­ 
cans who havo doclarod for Bryan will 
be given representation in the manage­ 
ment of the campaign. 


Chairman Jones, of the Democratic com­ 
mittee, would neither confirm nor deny 
the report in so many words, except to say 
that no definite amtngomeul had been 
made. “I have gone no further,“ he said, 
“than to say to all that I want the silver 
men to get together in this contort, lotting 
bygones be bygones and fraternizing us 
men onirht who aro fighting for tho sumo 
principle«' 


Arrival, from Lincoln, to which place 
there are not n few pilgrimage« these days, 
report that. Mr, Bryan still declines to 
make any coucassions or pledges for Pop­ 
ulist support. Ho tells all that ho is not 
indilferent to tho indorsement of tho Pop­ 
ulist convention, but believes he will be 
elected whether made tho expressed object 
of the regard of the convention or not, and 
adds that as he was nominated by tho 
Democrats without making any pledges 
or promises in tho way of appointments, 
ho cannot and will not make any pledges 
to secure other nominations, or even to so- 
curo the election, but that Populists as 
well u^othovs must rely upon him to treat 
them /airly in case of his success at tho 
polls. 


The Bryan men still appear to lie in con­ 
trol, and the leaders are very confident 
that they are in the majority. Practically 
fill the trained and experienced gonerals 
art».aligned with thorn, and they hare a 
very thorough organization for systematic 
and eiiecMve work.

Throe People Murdered on 
American Barkentine. 


an 


H aijkax, N. S., Jtily S3.—The American 
barkentine Herbert Fuller, which sailed 
from Boston a few days ago for Rosario, 
arrived in Halifax harbor yostcrdiy with 
the fjodies of t.hroo murdorod people. The 
balance of those who left Boston on the 
vessol were immediately arrested. 
The 
United States consul here has telegraphed 
to Washington for instructions, pending 
tho receipt of which he has enjoined all 
conneoted with the affair to m^iutain the 
strictest silence. 


The three dead persons, whose murder 
Is evidently tho result of a bloody oist- 
broak on the part of some members of tho 
crew, are Captain Nash, his wife, and Sec­ 
ond Mate Bramberg. The horrible triplo 
murder occurred on the night of tho 13th 
Inst., and the affair so far is wrapped in 
complete mystery, notwithstanding that 
there were seven other men on board at 
,the time it occurred, besides a passenger 
named F. H. Munelis, whose story of what 
ho could learn, after it was all over, is the 
only narrative, reliable or unreliable as it 
may l>e, that can bo ascertained so far. 


After the murders Muuchs assumed 
charge of the vessel aud ordered the bodies 
of the murdered people taken out of the 
cabin and placed in a bout and towed 
astern, which was done. The Herbert 
Fuller was then headed for Halifax. 


As the bodies of tho victims were lifted 
out of tho boat many of thoso who were 
presont turned away, unable to stand tho 
Bighk Decomposition was making rapid 
progross. Tho bodies, which had lain in 
the boat for a week, wore wrapped in 
white shrouds, which were soaked in lime, 
salt water and blood. It took twenty 
minutes to transfer them to the under­ 
taker’s wagon, in which they were driven 
to tho morgue. 


F. H. Munchs, tho passenger on board 
the Fuller, belongs in Boston. Ho is a 
member of Harvard’s class of *97, and has 
been suffering for some time from pulmo­ 
nary troubles. He had been advised to 
take a sea voyage, and was going to South 
America for rocupemtion. 


In spite of the socrecy maintained it has 
been ascertained that Mr. Munchs first be­ 
came aware of tho horrible crime when 
he went to tho captain's room to inquire 
if tho captain was ill, Muuchs having 
been aroused from his sleep by a groan or 
a scream. Failing to receive an answer, 
he entered the room and found tho cap­ 
tain lying on the floor covered with blood. 
He rushed on deck aud confronted tho 
first mate, who was in charge, with the 
statement that the captain had been m ur­ 
dered, Thonma Brown, the mate, seemed 
much agitated, and appeared not to know 
what to do. 


Munchs then rushed below and aroused 
the crew. The men hurried to the cabin, 
where tho full extent of the crime was 
soon made known, As the bodies lay in 
their respective rooms they presented a 
horrible sight. 
Airs. Nash's skull had 
been split almost in twain. The fingers 
of her right hand had been almost cut off, 
while another blow of the ax had cut of! a 
section of tho scalp with the hair attached. 
Her husband’s head was also split open, 
while Brain burg hud evidently been killed 
with the poll of the ax. 


Brown at llrst denied all knowledge of 
the murders, but later, from remarks let 
fall, and peculiar actions, suspicion pointed 
towards him as tho murderer and he was 
placed in irons. The man at the wheel 
was Dahez. He was *lso suspected of com­ 
plicity, and was ironed by tho crew. 


A t the pollco station tho first mate was 
stripped and blood was found on his cloth­ 
ing. Tho passenger, Munohe, states that 
Jie saw tho first mate come from the cap- 
1h tain’s cabin after the murder# Seaman 
Brown last evening made a statement to 
the otieet that he saw the first mate kill 
the captain. He heard a noise in the cup- 
tain'» cabin* and going thither eaw the 
flnit mute luurc&r tho.cagtaiu..

I remembered the pictures 
in the geographies I studied in when I 
went to school in Virginia of Texans 
throwing the lasso and the mustangs 
of the plains being subdued and con- 
verted into amiable creatures, suitable 
for family purposes. I gave it as my 
opinion that the only safe wild horse 
is a dead one. Those I saw were gen- 
nine descendants of the Cortez stock, 
which began roaming in the early days 
of the conquest and 
multiplied, 


crossing the Rio Grande and spread- 
ing over the country from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Pacific Ocean. We had 
a strong field glass in our outfit, and 
mounting a small knoll which a native 
called "the mountain," I too£ a look 
at the herd. The leader was guarding 
the mares and colts just as the books 
say they do. We approached within 
a half mile of the herd and could make 
out their color pretty well. There was 
a pretty white mare in the bunch, 
which I wanted. We chased them sev- 
eral miles, but they got safely off, and 
all the satisfaction I have is that I saw 
real wild horses, not horses gone wild, 
but the original stock which for sev- 
eral centuries have been wholly free 
of the dominion of man.—Dallas News.

HEN, 
next September, 


George Howard completes 
his present term in Sing 
Sing, he will have round- 


ed out one of the most remarkable 
criminal careers ever known. George 
Howard, says the New York Herald, 
began his career as a criminal when he 
was seventeen years old. He is fifty 
now, 
and of the thirty-three years that 


have intervened he has spent twenty- 
three within prison walls. The curi- 
ous part ot all this is that Howard now 
declares that he never cared very 
much about "doing his time before 
his present term. This last, though," 
he says, "somehow haa broke me all 
up." 


So Howard is trying now to make a 


real effort at reform, and arrange- 
ments are being made to provide him, 
when his term is up, with a position 
suitable to his talents and abilities. 
For Howard is not an ordinary man, 
much less an ordinary criminal. 
He 


occupies in Sing Sing one of the most 
responsible positions in the prison. He 
keeps all the records of the prisoners 
who are confined in that institution, 
and he has at his fingers' tips the 
names and terms of every one of the 
1400 men incarcerated there. 


His memory is one of the most as- 


tonishing I ever ran across. You 
know you have often marveled at the 
peculiar ability of the attendant who 
will take your hat at a crowded hotel 
and then return it to you from among, 
perhaps, five hundred others. 
Well, 


take fourteen hundred men, dressed 
alike, all smooth shaven and short 
haired and all belonging, more or less, 
to what you may call the criminal 
type, and consider for a moment how 
many faces and names you think yon 
could retain. Not many, perhaps. 


If an inquiry is made at Sing Sing 


Prison for an inmate, this man How- 
ard is able to tell off-hand and with 
little or no hesitation whether there 
is such a man there. Warden Sage 
cannot do this; probably there is not 
another man in the institution who 
personally knows half the prisoners. 
This is why Howard has made such a 
valuable man, and why Warden Sage 
is very sorry to have him go. 


In addition to keeping the records, 


Howard acts as sort of doctor general 
to the prisoners, and is about the 
building at all hours of the night. He 
has Napoleonic qualities, too. On the 
average, he sleeps four hours a day, 
and is still one of the healthiest men 
in the prison. 
He never forgets a 


face, and if a mau is brought back to 
Sing Sing, after having done a term, 
it often happens that Howard is the 
only man who knows of it, for fre- 
quently men come back convicted 
under different names and from dif- 
ferent localities. 
Sometimes they 


have nnexpired terms, and if Howard 
were to talk then it might add several 
years to their stay. This is one of 
the places where he is mum. 


Howard began his criminal career 


when he was attending a business col- 
lege in St. Louis. He forged a draft 
and was found out. It was one of the 
largest and cleverest forgeries ever 
committed in St. Lottie. But Howard 
came of an execellent fomily, and be- 
cause of this and his youth he some- 
how got off; 


The longest time that Howard has 


been out of prison was for three years, 
when he was a fugitive from an Illi- 
nois court,Jand of this period says: 


"Sooner than go through it again 


I'd do a bit four times as long. As 
long as I kept straight I knew I was 
perfectly safe from arrest, but there 
was always the dread of it 
A man 


couldn't look at me sidewise but what 
my heart was up in my mouth in a 
second. 1 couldn't stand it, and 
finally gave mvself up and did my 
time." 


It is rather remarkable that How* 


ard's biggest and most celebrated job 
didn't land him in prison. That was 
the cashing of a forged draft for $12,- 
000 on a Baltimore bank. Howard 
was captured in Canada and brought 
back, stood trial and was acquitted. , 
He proved an alibi by three or four 
unquestionable witnesses. This he was 
able to do from the fact that he and 
bis confederates had care fully manipu- 
lated the clocks of the hotel where 
they stopped, and he was able to prove 
that he was at tbe hotel when the 
cashier swore that he was at the bank. 


On the evening of his acquittal, 


Howard gave a dinner to the District 
Attorney, the bank cashier and all the 
witnesses in the case. This was his 
sarcasm. 


Howard is very proud of the fact 


that he has always "laid down his 
own paper," that is to say, has always 
passed his own forgeries. And he is 
likewise proud of the fact that he was 
never, in a single instance, caught in 
the act, and in fact till several months 
afterward. 
He likewise thinks that 


the grade of criminals is declining. 
"No doubt about it," he says, "these < 
prisons are going down." He means 
th*t the day of the big criminal is 
passing and that the latter are givingv 
away to the petty thief.

I think it was in Swisher County, 
Texas, during my recent trip, that I 
saw wild horses for the first time. 
There were thirty in the bunch.

was told by a herder that the cattlemen 
wero in the habit of shooting the stal­ 
lions. 
They have ugly tempers and 
sometimes attack and kill the stock 
horses. 
When I saw the wild horses 
for the first time it gave me a thrill of 
delight. 
I remembered the pictures 
in the geographies I studied in when I 
went to school in Virginia of Texans 
throwing the lasso and the mustaogs 
of the plains being subdued and con­ 
verted into amiable creatures, suitable 
for family purposes. 
I gave it as my 
opinion that the only safe wild horse 
is a dead one. 
Those I saw were gen­ 
uine descendants of the Cortez stock, 
which began roaming in the early days 
of the conquest and 
multiplied, 
crossing the Rio Grande and spread­ 
ing over tho country from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Pacific Ocean. 
We had 
a strong field glass in our outfit, and 
mounting a small knoll which a native 
called “ the mountain,” I took a look 
at the herd, The leader was guarding 
the mares and colts, just as the books 
say they do. 
We approached within 
a half mile of the hord and could make 
out their color pretty well. There was 
a pretty white mare in the bunch, 
which I wanted. We chased them sev­ 
eral miles, but they got safely off, and 
all the satisfaction I have is that I saw 
real wild horses, not horses gone wild, 
but tho original stock which for sev­ 
eral centuries have been wholly free 
of the dominion of man. ^-Dallas News.

Has a Wonderful Memory—Keeps tlio 
Prison Kccords and Knows Every 
Man in the Big Institution. 
W 


HEN, 
next 
September, 
George Howard completes 
his present term in Sing 
Sing, he will have round- 
ed^ out one of the most remarkable 
criminal careors ever known. 
Georgo 
Howard, says the New York Herald, 
began his career as a criminal when ho 
was seventeen years old. 
Ho is fifty 
now, and of the thirty-three years that 
havo intervened ho has spent twenty- 
threo within prison walls. The curi­ 
ous part ot all this is that Howard now 
declares that ho never cared very 
much about “doing his time before 
his present term. This last, though,” 
he say6, “somehow has broke me all 
up.” 


So Howard is trying now to mako a 
real effort at reform, and arrange­ 
ments are being made to provide him, 
when his term is up, with a position 
suitable to his talents and abilities. 
For Howard is not an ordinary man, 
j much less an ordinary criminal. 
Ho 
occupies in Sing Sing one of the most 
responsible positions in the prison. He 
keeps all the records of the prisoners 
who are confined in that institution, 
and he has at his fingers’ tips the 
names and terms of every one of the 
1400 men incarcerated there. 


His memory is one of the most as­ 
tonishing I ever ran across. 
You 
know you have often marveled at tho 
peculiar ability of the attendant who 
will take your hat at a crowded hotel 
and then return it to you from among, 
perhaps, five hundred others. 
Well, 
take fourteen hundred men, dressed 
alike, all smooth shaven and short 
haired and all belonging, more or less, 
to what you may call the criminal 
type, and consider for a moment how 
many faces and names you think you 
could retain. 
Not many, perhaps. 


If an inquiry is made at Sing Sing 
Prison for an inmate, this man How­ 
ard is able to tell off-hand and with 
little or no hesitation whether there 
is such a man there. Warden Sage 
cannot do this; probably there is not 
another man in the institution who 
personally knows half the prisoners. 
This is why Howard has made such a 
valuable man, and why Warden Sage 
is very sorry to havo him go. 


In addition to keeping the records, 
Howard acts as sort of doctor general 
to the prisoners, and is about the 
building at all hours of the night. He 
has Napoleonic qualities, too. 
On tho 
average, he sleeps four hours a day, 
and is still one of the healthiest men 
in the prison. 
He never forgets a 
face, and if a man is brought back to 
Sing Sing, after having done a term, 
It often happens that Howard is tho 
only man who knows of it, for fre­ 
quently men come back convicted 
under different names and from dif­ 
ferent localities. 
Sometimes they 
have unexpired terms, and if Howard 
were to talk then it might add several 
years to their stay. This is one of 
the places where he is mum. 


Howard began his criminal career 
when he was attending a business col­ 
lege in St. Louis. He forged a draft 
and was found out. 
It was one of the 
largest and cleverest forgeries over 
committed in St. Louis. 
But Howard 
came of an execellent fomily, and be­ 
cause of this and his youth he some­ 
how got off. 


The longest time that Howard has 
been out of prison was for three years, 
when he was a fugitive from an Illi­ 
nois court,¡and of this period says: 


“Sooner than go through it again 
I’d do a bit four times as long. 
As 
long as I kept straight I knew I was 
perfectly safe from arrest, but there 
was always the dread of it. 
A man 
couldn’t look at mo sidewise but what 
my heart was up in my mouth in a 
second. 
1 couldn’t stand it, and 
finally gave myself up and did my 
time.” 


It is rather remarkable that How­ 
ard’s biggest and most celebrated job 
didn’t land him in prison. That was 
the cashing of a forged draft for $12,- 
000 on a Baltimore bank, 
Howard 
was captured in Canada and brought 
back, stood trial and was acquitted« 
He proved an alibi by three or four 
unquestionable witnesses. This he was 
able to do from the fact that he and 
his confederates had carefully manipu­ 
lated the clocks of tho hotel where 
they stopped, and he was able to prove 
that he was at the hotel when the 
cashier swore that he was at tho bank. 


On the evening of his acquittal, 
Howard gave a dinner to the District 
Attorney, the bank cashier and all the 
witnesses in the case. 
This was his 
sarcasm. 


Howard is very proud of the fact 
that he has always “laid down his 
own paper,” that is to say, has alwaya 
passed his own forgeries. 
And he is 
likewise proud of the fact that he was 
never, in a single instance, caught in 
the act, and in fact till several months 
afterward, 
He likewise thinks that 
the grade of criminals is declining. 
“No doubt about it,” he says, “ these 
prisons are going down.” He means 
thst the day of the big criminal is 
passing and that the latter are giving 
away to the petty thief.

CULTIVATING I.IMA BEANS. 


There are so many excellent kinds

CHOPHNO WOOD. 


Chopping wood is an art. All wood- 


men agree that there is a "knack" or 
"sleight" about it. 
The man who 


leaves a "fox-eared" stump is a hack- 
er and not a chopper. Usually there 
is very little that is commendable in 
the ways of woodmen. When they are 
careful, however, they should have the 
credit of it. It is quite the custom in 
the pine woods of Southern New Jer- 
sey to leave seed trees, and, what is 
still more commendable, they leave 
the smooth bark (Pinus echinata) and 
not the rough bark pine (Pinus rigida). 
This is practicing forestry in a very 
crude way. A few choppers burn the 
limbs alter them—that is, they fall a 
strip of trees to the left, then tha 
neighboring strip to the right, so that 
the tops and limbs form a windrow. If 
the wind is right they burn it, and in 
that way reduce the danger from fire 
in summer and destroy what may be- 
come a breeding place for pestiferous 
insects. A good chopper leaves the 
proper kind of stump. If it is pine 
tjtiere is no difference, since pine pro- 
duces no coppice growth of value, and 
the stump soon decays. If it is oak or 
chestnut it is an important matter. A 
good chopper cuts a tree close to the 
ground, and leaves a clean, sloping 
top to the stump. If the bark is not 
split and the cut is clean it will not 
rot, and the coppice growth which fol- 
lows will be healthier and in ten or 
fifteen years fit for fuel. There is no 
reason for using such large firewood. 
Although more tedious to cut in the 
woods, there is more of it in the same 
bulk, it is more easily handled, easier 
to cut and split on the woodpile, dries 
quicker and makes a quicker and hot- 
ter fire.—The Forester.

The

the meat is usually very juicy and 
richly flavored. 
The good, even buff 
color should not be too deep, and 
should incline more to lemon than to 
red. 
It is u shade deeper than lemon, 
and nearly that of the orange rind. 
One difficulty in breediug Buff Ply­ 
mouth Bocks is that so often feathered 
legs appear, which must not be, as it 
spoils the appearance of an otherwise 
good specimen. 
Some like white 
fowlp, others black, while buff ure 
especial favorites. 
There is such a 
large assortment to choose from every 
taste can be satisfied.—New York In­ 
dependent. 


same with milk which has beeu heated 
and allowed to cool. 
For three days 
or a woek this mixture should be the 
only slop given the youngsters. Then, 
if expense is too great, the oatmeal 
can be replaced by wheat shorts or

shorts may bo substituted. 


If the dam is grazing on good bluo 
grass, or clover, the pigs maybo'given 
ground oats wilh the hulls,mixed with 
tho shorts after tho fifth week of their 
age, and a V it of corn meal for variety 
may be used. 
Coarse bran should be 
withheld till after tho ago of four 
months, if possible, except whore a 
chronic, costive condition of the 
bowols exists. 


While grazing the weaned pigs up 
to four months of age will do well on 
a slop made of equal parts of corn 
meal, oats ground and shorts, given 
morning and evening. 
A few grains, 
to each, of soaked ¿helled corn at noon 
time will do no harm, ■tfhen they 
should also have sweet milk and water 
mixed, or clear water, as suits con­ 
venience.—Farm, Field and Fireside.

CULTIVATING LIMA BEANS. 


There are so many excellent kinds 
of dwarf beans of the so-called wnx 
varieties that the pole beans are no 
longer admissible to the garden, ex­ 
sept the large lima—for which the 
bush lima is no kind of a substitute. 
Ehe alleged substitute is email in size 
ind yield, and is devoid of the soft- 
aess, buttery tenderness, and flavor of 
the climbing kind, so that for this the 
Did kind of support in the shape of 
poles must be provided. 


In the choice of poles for the lima 
beans the common mistake is made of 
asing smooth poles, trimmed like a 
whip stock. 
Experience proves the 
srror of this choice, for the vines, hav­ 
ing no hold on the poles, slip down; 
indeed, the instinct of the plants seems 
to teach them that this kind of sup­ 
port is not what they want, for wo all 
know how the vines go trailing any­ 
where except up the smooth poles, as 
if looking for something better for 
their use. 


If the twigs on the poles aro cut off 
50 as to leave stubs an inch or two 
long, these afford the needed holding 
places for the vines to support them­ 
selves on. 
A single year’s experience 
showed that the vines took to these im­ 
proved poles much more cheerfully 
than to the smooth sticks. 
You can­ 
not have the ground too rich for lima 
beans, 
A slight dressing of nitrate of 
soda will produce an enormous yield 
of this crop, which is so highly nitro­ 
genous.—New York Times, 


FEEDING YOUNG PIGS. 


Few feeders believe in giving extra 
food to suckling pigs before they are 
four weeks old. The size oi the litter, 
of course, requires curlier feeding 
when the dam is young or deficient in 
her milk secretion. 
The danger of in­ 
digestion in the youngsters warrants 
one in being tardy in mixing new milk 
with a natural ration. 


The first and best ration is a mix­ 
ture of pure oatmeal (same as used on 
your own table) with sweet skim milk, 
and it should be cooked to suit your 
own taste and relish, 
Then thin the 


CHOPPING WOOD, 


Chopping wood is an art. All wood­ 
men agree that there is a 4‘knack” or 
“sleight” about it. 
The man who 
leaves a “fox-eared” stump is a hack­ 
er and not a chopper. 
Usually there 
is very little that is commendable in 
* 
__ 
tbe ways of woodmen. When they are 
careful, however, they should have the 
credit of it. 
It is quite the custom in 
the pine woods of Southern riew Jer­ 
sey to leave seed trees, and, what is 
still more commendable, they leave 
the smooth bark (Pinus echinata) and 
not the rough bark pine (Pinus rigida). 
This is practicing forestry in a very 
crude way. 
A few choppers burn the 
limbs after them—that is, they fall a 
strip of trees to tho left, then the 
neighboring strip to the right, so that 
the tops and limbs form a windrow. If 
the wind is right they burn it, and in 
that way reduce the danger from fire 
in summer and destroy what may be­ 
come a breeding place for pestiferous 
insects. 
A good chopper leaves the 
proper kind of stump. 
If it is pine 
tjiere is no difference, since pine pro­ 
duces no coppice growth of value, and 
the stump soon decays. If it is oak or 
chestnut it is an important matter. A 
good chopper cuts a tree close to the 
ground, and leaves a clean, sloping 
top to the stump. 
If the bark is not 
split and the cut is clean it will not 
rot, and the coppice growth which fol­ 
lows will be healthier and in ten or 
fifteen years fit for fuel. 
There is no 
reason for using such large firewood. 
Although more tedious to cut in tho 
woods, there is more of it in the same 
bulk, it is more easily handled, easier 
to cut and split on the woodpile, dries 
quicker and makes a quicker and hot 
ter fire.—The Forester.

Spirits of turpentine has been used 
as a remedy for roup with excellent 
results. 
It is given in half teaspoon­ 
ful doses once a day, mixed with sweet 
oil or cotton seed oil in the propor­ 
tion of one part turpentine to two 
parts of oil.

ent inotfi. This originator of all the 
•trouble can easily be distinguished

.by the conspicuous white dots on the 
•disk ot her Iront wings. 


A correspondent asks, (i) "What is 


•bimetalisra? (2) "How much does it 
cost the government including the bul- 
lion to make a five dollar gold piece ? 
{$) ««Will five silver dollars redeem a 
live doilar gold piece at the U. S. 
treasury ?" 


(i) Bimetalism is a sj-stera of cur- 


rency based on the double standard of 
•silver and gold at a fixed ratio—the 
•proposed ratio being 16 to i—that is 
sixteen times the amount of silver in a 
silver dollar as gold in a gold dollar. 
Monometalism is a gold standard of 
value or a silver standard of value. 
Bimetalism is a gold and silver stand- 
ard, the one being equal to the other 
at the fixed ratio and its people having 
the choice of paying debts in the one 
or the other—whichever may be most 
convenient. 


(2) The bullion in a five dollar 


gold piece is worth five dollars, and the 
-cost of coining it is but a trifle. 


(3) 
The government would not pay 


out any gold for silver at this time be- 
cause it needs the gold badly. The 
present silver dollar, although having 
but 53 cents worth of bullion in it, 
however, is legal tender, and five dol- 
lars in silver would be received at the 
treasury for the same value as five dol- 
lars in gold.* 


Tht. City is Liable. 


Judge Albright decided last week 


that when the city authorities confine 
or isolate a family wherein any conta 
gious disease exists, the city is respon- 
sible and must provide food for the 
quarantined family and pay for the 
sustenance so furnished. 


Some time ago an amicable action 


was started to determine whether the 
city was compelled to provide for fam- 
ilies in houses quarantined on account 
of contagious diseases. 
During the 


prevalence of scarlet fever and diph- 
theria last winter the Board of Health 
ordered that certain houses should be 
quarantined. For a time the families 
were provided with the necessities of 
life at the expense of the city. 
Later, 


however; Controller Hausman was in 
formed that he had no authority to 
sign the warrants. Zelliner Brothers, 
who had furnished groceries to the 
quarantined tamily ot Mr. Hopple, 
then sued the city. The opinion of 
Judge Albright is as follows: 


"The facts being that the family of 


Mr. Hopple were quarantined by the 
city, because a member ot the family 
had a contagious disease and all the 
inmates were forbidden to leave the 
house; that Mr. Hopple was unable to 
follow his usual occupation and procure 
the means ot a livelihood for himself 
and family, the Board of Health di- 
rected tfie procurement of the grocer- 
ies, the price of which is here claimed 
from the plaintiff for the Hopple fami- 
ly, and'that said goods were necessary 
to maintain and support the family. 


"It must be held that the municipal- 


ity is bound to pay for said provisions. 
By virtue of the police power delegat- 
ed by the State to the municipality, 
the latter has the undoubted right to 
isolate and confine persons because of

the existence of contagious diseases. 


Gold and silver were first used as 


money fashioned into rings or beads, 
which were weighed at each transaction 
just like flitch ot sausage, until it oc- 
curred to a genius in Lydia, nearly 
three thousand years ago, to cast the 
metals into disks of convenient size, 
ihe public weigher or some other func- 
tionary putting his. official .mark on 
them as a guaranty of their weight in 
order to dispense with the use of a 
scale at each exchange. 
This is the 


origin of coined money. The mint 
stamp on gold and silver disks means 
neither more nor less to day than it 
did then—it sinip.y indicates the quan- 
tity and fineness of the metal contain- 
ed in the coin. Values are not creat- 
ed by government fiat, but by the 
higgling cf the market and the relation 
between supply and demand. 
These 


are homely truths; but they seem to 
require reiteration during the present 
period of obfuscatfcn. 


Humanity and preservation of life are 
bssis of such right. The same grounds 
forbid that those who for the benefit 
of their neighbors are detained in their 
dwellings and prevented from procur- 
ing food and other things necessary to 
sustain life shall famish. 


"It cannot be laid down as a rule 


that in this age and in this land the 
right to confine a human being impos- 
es the duty of supplying him with nec- 
essary food while deprived of his liber- 
ty. 
There being no express power to 


pay a claim of this nature, it was the 
part of prudence of the city authorities 
to decline to approve an expenditure 
ot this kind. It was a proper case to 
submit for judicial decision."

A tramp who was refused lodging by 


James Hewlett saved tho lives of his 
family. 
He stopped in the barn, after- 


ward came to the door and awoke the 
family just In time for them to get out 
safely.

He Will Preside Temporarily at 
tlie Populist Convention. 


ST. tiorrs, July £2.—The» Populist na- 
fcionnl commlttoo yosberday dccidod upon 
Senator Marion Butlor, of North Caro- 
lina, for toniporo-ry chairman. The se- 
lection was effecfcod without much appar- 
ent opposition, but thoro was an adverso 
cloment profiont which would havo mani- 
fostcd ItPolf If tho comraitt^o had not beou 
soovidontly favornblo to BuMor. It was 
at first tho plan of tho Bryau and Sowoll 
Hclvoniitosto put up (lonoral Weaver for 
tho position, but thoy chanjíí^d at the last 
moment to General Fi(?ldfi, of Virginia, 
whownson the presidential ticket with 
General Weaver four years aao. They be- 
lieved that tho opposini? faction wouid bo 
dividod between Butler and Mr. Hines, of 
Georfria. Mr. Hines was, however, not 
plaocd In nomination, leavintr thestraiphts 
united upon Senator Butler. 
Groneral 
Fields was placed In nomination, but 
when ifbeeamo apparent that Hinos was 
out of tho race Fields* friends withdrew 
his name and allü^vod Butlor to bo chosou 
by acclamation. 


It Is apparent on tho evo of the conven- 
tion that tliore will be three factions: Tho 
"middle of the road" element, headed by 
^'Cyclone" Davis, of Texas, which will 
Btand out nprainst all compromises prior to 
the convenlion and to tho election; the 
faction favorable to the indorsement or 
nomination of Bryan and Sewall, and the 
compromise men, headed by Senator But- 
ler, of Nortli Oarollua, who favor tho in- 
dorsement of Bryan, but wbci contend for 
the right to name a southern Populist In 
place of Mr. Sowall for tho position of vice 
president 


Tho Bryan people nro etill holding out 
verystifliv ui^tainst any and all compro- 
mieos, and some of them f^o BO far as to say 
that if they are not successful in thoir con- 
tontion they will lo¿ivc the convention. 
Senator Butlor is strong in the position 
that Mr. Bryan should bo indorsed upon 
ft Populist platform, but says tho southern* 
l>e()ple would never accept Mr. SewaU, not 
only because his aililiations aro not with 
•them, but bocause. if thoy surrendered' 
both ollioe><, it would mean the destruc- 
tion of thtt People's party.

barkentine Herbert Fuller, which sailed 
from Boston a fow days ago for Rosario, 
arrived in Halifax harbor yesterdiy with 
the bodies of tliroe murdered people. Tho 
balance of those who left Boston on the 
voGsol were Immediately arrested. 
The 
Unit<?d States consul here has telegraphed 
to Washington for instructions, pending 
the receipt of which he has enjoined all 
connected with the affair to m^iutiiln the 
ßtrlctost silence. 


Tho threo de.vl persons, whose murder 
Is evidently the result of a bloody out- 
break on tho part of some members of tho 
crew, are Captain Nash, his wife, and Sec- 
ond Mate Bramberg. The horrible triplo 
murder occurred on the night of tho 13th 
Inst., and the aíTair so far is -svrapped in 
completo mystery, notwithst-iinding that 
there were seven other men on board at 
,the time it occurred, besides a passenger 
named P. II. Münchs, whoso story of what 
he could learn, aftor it was nil over, is the 
only narrative, reliable or unreliable as it 
may l)e, that can bo ascertn-iined so far. 


After the murders Münchs assumed 
charge of tlie vessel iind ordered tho bodies 
of tho murdered people taken out of the 
cabin and placed in a boat and towed 
astern, which was dono. The Herbert 
Puller was thou headed for Halifax. 


As the bodies of tho victims wore lifted 
out of tho boat many of those who wore 
present turned away, unable to stand tho 
Bights Decomposition was making rapid 
progress. Tho bodies, which had lain In 
tho boat for a week, were \vrapped In 
whlto shrouds, which were soaked in lime, 
salt Wiiter and blood. It took twenty 
minutes to transfer them to the under- 
taker's wagon, in which thoy were driven 
to tho morgue. 


F. H. Münchs, tho passenger on board 
tho Fuller, belongs In Boston. He is a 
member of Harvard's class of '97, and has 
been suffering for some time from pulmo- 
nary troubles. He had been advised to 
take a sea voyage, and was going to South 
America for rocuperation. 


In spit-o of the secrecy maintained it has 
beon asccrta-inod that Mr. Münchs first l)e- 
camo aware of tho horrible crime when 
he went to the captain's room to inquire 
if tho captain was ill, Münchs having 
boon aroused from his sleep by a groan or 
a scream. Failing to roceive an answer, 
he entored the room and found tho cap- 
tain lying on thu fioor covered with blood. 
He rushed on deck and confronted tho 
first mato, who was in charge, with the 
etotement t.liattho captain had l>oen mur- 
dered. Thoijjaa Brown, the mate, seemed 
much agitated, audapjieared not to know 
what to do. 


Münchs thon rushed below and aroused 
the crew. U he juen hurried to tho cabin, 
where tho lull extent of the crime was 
soon mado known. 
As the bodies lay in 
their respe-tivo rooms they prosonied a 
horrible sight. 
J^Irs. Nash's skull had 
been split almost in twain, Tho fingers 
of her right hand had been almost cut off, 
whilo another blow of tho ax had cut off a 
section of tho scalp wltli the hair attached. 
Horhusbamrs head was also split open, 
whilo Bramburg hud ovidontly been killed 
with the poll of tho ax. 


Brown at first denied all knowledge of 
the murders, but later, from renmrks let 
fall, and peculiar actions, suspicion pointed 
towards him as tho murderer and ho was 
placed lu irons. The jnau at the wheel 
was Lahoz. He was »Iso suííj)ected of com- 
plicity, and v/as injued by thu crew. 


At tho police station the first mate was 
stripped and blood was found on his cloth- 
ing. The pasheuger, Münchs, states that 
be tíaw tho first mate come froju the cap- 
h tain's cabm aftiir tho nmrdur.

Has a Wonderful Memory—Tvocps tlio 
Prison Jfccords and Knows Every 
Man in tlio Bîg Institution. 


HEN, 
next 
September, 
George Howardcompletea 
his present term in Sing 
Sing, he will have round- 
ed out one of the most remarkable 
criminal careers ever known. 
Georgo 
Howard, says the New York Herald, 
began his career as a criminal when ho 
was seventeen years old. 
He is fifty 
now, and of the thirty-three years that 
havo intervened he has spent twenty- 
three within prison walls. 
The curi- 
ous part ot all this is that Howard now 
declares that ho never cared very 
much about •'doing his time before 
his present term. This last, though," 
he sayô, **somehow has broke me all 
up." 


So Howard is trying now to make a 
real effort at reform, and arrange- 
ments are being made to provide him, 
when his term is up, with a position 
suitable to his talents and abilities. 
For Howard is not an ordinary man, 
much less an ordinary criminal. 
Ho 
occupies in Sing Sing one of the most 
responsible positions in the prison. He 
keeps all the records of the prisoners 
who are confined in that institution, 
and he has at his fingers' tips the 
names and terms of every one of the 
1400 men incarcerated there. 


His memory is one of tho most as- 
tonishing I ever ran across. 
You 
know you have often marveled at tho 
peculiar ability of the attendant who 
will take your hat at a crowded hotel 
and then return it to you from among, 
perhaps, five hundred others. 
Well, 
take fourteen hundred men, dressed 
alike, all smooth shaven and short 
haired and all belonging, more or less, 
to what you may call the criminal 
type, and consider for a moment hoï7 
many faces and names you think you 
could retain. 
Not many, perhaps. 


If an inquiry is made at Sing Sing 
Prison for an inmate, this man How- 
ard is able to tell off-hand and with 
little or no hesitation whether there 
is such a man there. 
Warden Sage 
cannot do this ; probably there is not 
another man in the institution who 
personally knows half the prisoners. 
This is why Howard has made such a 
valuable man, and why Warden Sage 
is very sorry to have him go. 


In addition to keeping the records, 
Howard acts as sort of doctor general 
to the prisoners, and is about tho 
building at all hours of the night. Ho 
has Napoleonic qualities, too. 
On tho 
average, he sleeps four hours a day, 
and is still one of the healthiest men 
in the prison. 
He never forgets a 
face, and if a man is brought back to 
Sing Sing, after having done a term, 
it often happens that Howard is tho 
only man who knows of it, for fre- 
quently men come back convicted 
under different names and from dif- 
feren t localities. 
Sometimes 
they 
have unexpired terms, and if Howard 
were to talk then it might add several 
years to their stay. 
This is one of 
the places where ho is mum, 


Howard began his criminal career 
when he was attending a business col- 
lege in St. Louis. 
He forged a draft 
and was found out. 
It was one of the 
largest and cleverest forgeries ever 
committed in St. Louis. 
But Howard 
came of an execellent fomily, and be- 
cause of this and his youth he some- 
how got off. 


The lousiest timo that Howard has 
been out of prison was for three years, 
when he was a fugitive from an Illi- 
nois court,¡and of this period says: 


''Sooner than go through it again 
I'd do a bit four times as long. 
Aa 
long as I kept straight I knew I was 
perfectly safe from arrest, but there 
was always the dread of it. 
A man 
couldn't look at me sidewise but what 
my heart was up in my mouth in a 
second. 
1 couldn't stand it, and 
finally gave mvself up and did my 
time." 


It is rather remarkable that How- 
ard's biggest and most celebrated job 
didn't land him in prison. 
That waa 
tbe cashing of a forged draft for $12,- 
000 on a Baltimore bank, 
Howard 
was captured in Canada and brought 
back, stood trial and was acquitted* 
He proved an alibi by three or four 
unquestionablo witnesses. This he was 
able to do from the fact that he and 
his confederates had carefully manipu- 
lated the clocks of tho hotel whore 
they stopped, and he was able lo prove 
that he was at the hotel when the 
cashier swore that he was at the bank. 


On the evening of his acquittal, 
Howard gave a dinner to the District 
Attorney, the bank cashier and all the 
witnesses in the case. 
This was his 
sarcasm, 


Howard is very proud of the fact 
that he has alwaya "laid down his 
own paper," that is to say, has always 
passed his own forgeries. 
And he ia 
likewise proud of the fact that he was 
never, in a single instance, caught in 
the act, and iu fact till several months 
afterward, 
He likewise thinks that 
the grade of criminals is dirclining. 
"No doubt about it," he says, "these 
prisons are going down." 
He means 
thnt the day of the big criminal is 
passing and that the latter are giving 
away to the petty thief.
